Recent new discoveries and 
enjoyable new issues by old friends. 

BROOKLYN METRO TIMES 

A Magazine for Radical Brooklyn 

HI, Fall ’95. It’s been a gradual process but this country has been seeing its 
daily newspapers slowly disappear. Very few cities are left with more than 
one daily, and the few newspapers that remain are being bought up by major 
conglomerates and sanitized for your protection. With the loss of the dailies 
and the hard news disappearing from most “alternative weeklies,” it’s gonna 
have to be the zines that fill in the gap. Brooklyn Metro Times has been doing 
an excellent job reporting on all that’s been really going on in New York City, 
without the biases of the tabloids or the forced ignorance of The Times. This 
issue has a vital piece by Bemie McAleer about the reality of New York City 
squats. Last May saw the military-style eviction of people living in four 
buildings on East 13th Street. Many of these people had been living there for 
more than 10 years, repairing the building and improving the neighborhood. 
Bemie wrote an excellent report on what went down and described what the 
future might hold. Another great piece is Kurt Gottschalk’s report on 
Brooklyn’s invisible sweat shops. While many people considered this tum- 
of-the-century enterprise to be a thing of the past, many recent Chinese 
immigrants are finding themselves working 80 hours a week for about $3 an 
hour. Other highlights include Eleanor Bador’s report on infiltrating the 
National Right to Life Committee, Andalucia’s update on HIV infection in 
Brooklyn, the Congressional move to eliminate legal aid for low-income 
people, and an excerpt from Mumia Abu-Jamal ’ s book Live from Death Row. 
Don’t for a second think this is only for New Yorkers. If you’re starved for 
real news about national and global issues, check this one out. No trades/ 
reviews books music/back issues available/prints letters/submissions want¬ 
ed.

Some of my favorite 
sections include “Archives” (listing people developing archives of various 
media), “Distros” (listing small DIY zine distributors), “Exchanges” (listing 
people into trading all sorts of flotsam), “Tapes/Sound/Comps” (for people 
producing music compilations), “Websites” (a non-judgmental directory), 
and of course the “Zines” section for networking in the zine community. I 
really love the LoC section that features comments from Ashley and her 
readers on various subjects. Ashley has recendy been the target of harassment 
from prisoners and featured an open discussion that will hopefully shed some 
light on the subject. Sadly, this issue is dedicated to Paul-X, a prolific writer 
and former prisoner who committed suicide soon after his release from 
prison. Many people wrote in with their anecdotes and words of remembranc¬ 
es. If you’re at all interested in reaching out to people around the word, this 
is probably the best place to start looking.

#4. Some people who publish personal zines lead bizarre lives that are far off 
the beaten track. Dan Frazier (of Dan’s Newsletter) lives in a tent, while 
Daniel Price (of Moonlight Chronicles) lives nowhere at all. After reading 
through Crime Wave U.S.A. I get the impression that co-publishers Mark 
Maynard and Linette Lao lead comparatively normal lives, which isn’t to say 


this zine is boring. Quite the contrary— these simple essays, like Linette*s 
story of visiting her parents, are well-written and thoroughly entertaining. 
Another trip that plays very heavily in this issue is Mark’s visit to New York 
City. He went with his friend Dan and they spent a lot of time poking around 
New York’s seamy underbelly, reporting on all they saw and taking pictures 
along the way. While a friend’s wedding was what brought Mark to New 
York, the highlight of the trip was being in the audience for a taping of 
Geraldo. Sitting in front of a woman who attended every one of the 1,200 
Geraldo shows, Mark witnessed the show titled “Strange and Twisted 
Affairs.” When the show finally aired Mark captured it all on tape, allowing 
him to print 13 stills taken from the show. His New York travels also took 
him to the huge Watchtower building in Brooklyn, where he banged on the 
steel door until someone poked his head through. Mark turned the tables on 
the poor Watchtower employee and attempted to give him a copy of Crime 
Wave. I also enjoyed Mark’s tribute to William Castle and his interview with 
Gene Pool (the guy who wears a suit of old aluminum cans). This issue is 
packed full of stuff, most of it written by Mark but a huge chunk contributed 
by his friends. Dawn Roth reported on a lame concert by Keanu Reeves’ band 
Dogstar; Doug Skinner explored the life of UFO researcher M.K. Jessup; 
Walter Jann checked out a bizarre underground freakshow; and Michele 
Cheng defended her chosen profession of law. If you’re looking for a simple 
zine that’s thoroughly enjoyable, this is it. With so much to read here, it will 
keep you busy for hours.

Vol. 1, #1. There is sort of a cult around adults and amusement parks. 
Postadolescents who enjoy a good ride are in the minority, and finding 
someone to talk about amusement parks (let alone ride the rides) with is 
difficult. Along comes JoRT for a dose of intellectual thinking about 
amusement parks. But that’s not all, JoRT also looks at other ways to ride 
— planes, trains, automobiles, strollers, wheelchairs, etc. The first issue sets 
the tone with Disneyana for everyone. Negativland’s Rex Everything tours 
the Haunted Mansion and comes up with plenty of observations, including the 
legend of the first Haunted Mansion, a walk-through attraction that was said 
to be so scary, a woman had a heart attack during the test-run and died — one 
reason the current mansion is so wimpy. (It says here that this article is only 
part of a book titled Negativland’s Guidebook to Disneyland — and they’re 
not kidding.) Mr. Ignatz Topo keeps the scares coming with a review of 
Disney Haunted House record albums. Even eerier, editor Dan Howland lays 
out the pros and cons of whether Mr. Walt is cryogenically frozen 
somewhere: “Pro — The man was clearly a kook. ” Meanwhile, Disneyland’s 
newest ride, Indiana Jones’ Temple of the Forbidden Eye is “just too damn 
big” to review (although the writer does allow that it’s “loud and brash and 
somewhat dumb”). Getting away from Disney, Teresa Bergen romanticizes 
her career as a barker ($5.25 per hour, in case you’re curious) at the Santa 
Cruz Boardwalk in the endearingly titled piece “Vomit Spotter”; Trevor 
Blake looks at airports; and Howland fcfkes in a VR show. Nice ad design, 
too.

KICK IT OVER 

#35, Summer ’95. For years, my only impression of political zines was a 
decidedly negative one. They all seemed to be forums for endless debate 
about which faction of which splinter group had proper standing, using terms 
and in-references that would confuse the most die-hard apa reader. But Kick 
it Over has changed that notion for good. The writing is practical and relevant 
without straying far from the street-level ideals of angry punk zines. The 
featured topic this issue is something that zine readers and publishers alike 
are always hot to talk about: Work, and whether it’s possible to get by without 
it. Susan Brown and Neala Schleuning open up the debate with two solid 
essays. Susan supports the position taken by Bob Black in his famous 
Abolition of Work, arguing that labor should be transformed into a system of 
voluntary jobs completely free from the taint of wage slavery. But Neala 
reasons that no matter how utopian society becomes, there will always be 
some task that nobody wants to do. She doesn’t just throw up her hands in 
despair though, but introduces some challenging reforms of her own. The 
interview with New York City squatter Rick Van Savage really brought home 
the struggle for housing in New York. He explains what it’s like to fight for 
a home, against a city that can employ SWAT teams and the police, and 
against resident drug dealers who can be even more dangerous. We also get 
excerpts from the inspirational Pressure Drop Press book Sabotage in the 
American Workplace , an interview with Noam Chomsky about NAFTA, and 
a look at industry streamlining techniques that are creating intensified layoffs. 
When you finish up with all this, there’s an excellent networking and review 
section. One of the best-written and most accessible political zines to date.

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IN SEARCH OF BREAK-EVEN 

Ten Easy Steps to Publishing a Zine Without Losing Your Shirt 


By Stuart Mangrum 

T There are a lot of stupid reasons to 
start a zine, but the desire to make 
money has got to be the low-down 
dumbest. Even the most successful mass- 
market glossies seldom brag about their profit 
margins, and the survival of any given serial 
in the no-rules shark-tank of the newsstand is 
often a tenuous, one-issue-at-a-time proposi¬ 
tion. For independent publishers, the picture 
is grimmer still. Without ad revenues, with¬ 
out capital, without access to cheap printing, 
any serious attempt to make a living from self- 
publishing is hopelessly doomed. Why do you 
think they call it vanity press? 

Ask any zine publisher and you’ll find out 
quickly that it can cost serious bucks to stay 
in business. But while it may be ridiculous to 
entertain any notion of quitting your day job, 
it is possible to minimize your losses, perhaps 
break even, and — if you’re exceptionally 
lucky or cunning — maybe even pocket a little 
beer money in the process. 

You don’t need a business degree to figure 
out that there are two basic ways to tip the 
financial balance beam in your direction: 
increase revenues or cut expenses. Most zine 
publishers screw both of these up. 

In the five years that Paize and I have been 
publishing Twisted Times, we’ve managed to 
keep it alive because it has been fiscally 
neutral: It has never had much of an impact — 
good or bad — on the family finances, and 
that’s the way we aim to keep it. As our 
readership has grown, we’ve funneled the 
money back into the zine, gradually improv¬ 
ing its look. But when we started we had 
squat, so that’s exactly what we budgeted and 
exactly what we spent. ^ 

Here are some tips for keeping your own 
zine afloat — whether you have squat or a 
trust fund. 

MINIMIZE EXPENSES 
For the beginning publisher who hasn’t yet 
generated any revenues, these are probably 
the two most important words in the lan¬ 
guage. Be a tightwad. Even if you have the 
money, part with it reluctantly, and only after 
you have exhausted all other options. 

PRINT ON THE CHEAP 
0) If you can make the copies at work on the 
in sly, do it. The first half-dozen issues of 
Twisted Times were produced this way. In the 
immortal words of King Missile, take shit 
u from work. But if you can’t swing a midnight 
^ corporate sponsorship, or if your zine has 
grown to the point where the old office copier 
“ just won’t hack it anymore, it’s time to 
H become a smart shopper. Avoid any place that 
u rhymes with “inko’s” as if it were radioac- 
|jj tive. 

Call all the copy shops in town with one- 
line entries in the phone book (avoid the 
display ads) and see who has the cheapest 
fT rates. Ask about self-serve vs. full, and what 
sort of self-serve machines they have (often 
^ they’re ancient wrecks, and you’re better off 
tie with full). In other words, keep a handle on 


your money and don’t just say “Duh, okay” 
to the first dork in a cotton apron who gives 
you a quote. 

USE APPROPRIATE TECHNOLOGY 

Don’t bother with photos, for instance, if 
you can’t make them recognizable on the 
page. Stick with line art until you sell enough 
zines to pay for halftones or good Photoshop 
output to a hi-resolution printer. Offset print¬ 
ing is beautiful, but it’s expensive. And color 
costs like crazy. For a startup zine, photo¬ 
copying is perfectly acceptable. As long as 
your product is readable, people will read it, 
with far less attention than you might think to 
appearances. When it comes right down to it, 
if you’ve got a typewriter, a pair of scissors 
and a glue stick, you really don’t need any¬ 
thing else, especially if you plan to distribute 
primarily by mail. 

If you’re going to put your masterpiece on 
a newsstand, it’s got to have some color in the 
cover, but good use of a spot color (2-color 
printing, i.e. black and red) can be just as eye¬ 
catching as a full-color xerox at a fraction of 
the cost. A lot of zines fail because they 
overextend themselves on production, going 
for that “professional” look before they have 
the sales to back it up. Let your pub grow 
organically. Don’t push it. 

PRICE REALISTICALLY 

Figure out how much it costs to do your 
entire production run and divide it by the 
number of zines printed. That’s your unit 
cost. Conventional wisdom says your cover 
price ought to be five times that amount, but 
that’s based on retail sales with returns fac¬ 
tored in; if you distribute only by subscrip¬ 
tion, you can price a lot closer to the bone. In 
fact, you may have to do this anyway, since 
it’s pretty tough to justify paying more than 
three bucks for a zine, no matter how cool it 
is. And that means keeping your unit cost 
under 60 cents — a challenge, especially if 
you like color and have a lot to say. Generally 
speaking, most zines sport a cover price of 
between one and three dollars. Less than a 
buck shouts “Loser! ” More than three means 
it better be fat as hell, offset printed, and 
heavy on color. 

DISTRIBUTE WISELY 

Sure, it would be great to walk into the local 
record store and see your little gem on the 
display rack between Scumdog and Make a 
Fist, but going retail is going to cost you a lot 
more than sticking with mail-order. First, 
you’ll definitely need a color cover. Second, 
you’ll need bar-codes, which means you 
either lay out the $150-300 to whip them up 
yourself or pay a distributor to slap a sticker 
on each and every copy of your zine. Finally, 
you’ll need to increase your print run to cover 
not only the zines that are going to be sold in 
stores, but also all the copies that are going to 
get thrown away because they didn’t sell in a 
set time period. Of your initial shipment to a 
distributor or retailer, don’t expect to sell 


more than half, maybe three-fourths; the rest 
will be “returned,” an industry euphemism 
for “destroyed.” And of those that are sold, 
you’ll only get paid 40-50 percent of the cover 
price. A few months after the fact. And more 
than likely only after calling and bitching 
about not getting paid. 

Now I’m not saying that retail sales are a 
bad idea; once you get into the groove with a 
good distributor, you can start to count on the 
checks from previous shipments helping you 
pay for future print runs, but this will take 
time and a substantial initial investment. If 
you’re watching your pennies, it’s probably 
wiser to work on building a solid subscriber 
list first. 

BUILD A SUBSCRIBER BASE 

By subscribers, I’m not talking about ev¬ 
eryone on your mailing list — just the ones 
who have paid. Initially, this will probably be 
zero, but if your zine is any good at all you can 
quickly build up the numbers. Be aggressive 
about sending out review copies of each issue 
— both to review zines likeF5 and Alternative 
Press Review and to other zines that print 
reviews. Design a business-card-sized dis¬ 
play ad that includes your address and sub¬ 
scription rates, and send it to every zine 
publisher willing to swap ads. Network like 
crazy, and don’t be afraid to “waste” money 
on promotional copies. 

What you want to be careful about — and 
what should be axed from your mailing list on 
a regular basis —- are the “freebie” copies to 
friends, family members and anyone else who 
gives you zero in return for your work. Cut 
them off! Send a letter explaining that while 
your zine is not “big business,” it does cost 
money to produce, and that in order for you 
to keep doing it, it needs to pay its own way. 
Enclose a subscription order form and a self- 
addressed (not stamped) envelope. Send one 
to your mom! Do it today! You’ll be glad you 
did. 

SCROUNGE 

You’ll never know what you can get away 
with if you don’t ask. Always keep one ear to 
thetracks regarding printing, copying, stamps, 
paper. Believe it or not, some independent 
printers and copy shop operators are decent 
folks who support the arts, and may even have 
a special rate for artistic no-accounts like you. 
But you’ve got to ask! 

AIM FOR BULK MAIL 

In order to take advantage of USPS bulk 
rates, you’ll need to send at least 200 pieces 
in each mailing. But your break-even point on 
bulk mail may be far below this figure. Let’s 
say, for instance, that your zine weighs 2.5 
oz. and costs 78 cents to send via First Class 
mail. If you’ve got 100 names on your mailing 
list, that’s $78 per mailing. By comparison, 
mailing 200 pieces this size via bulk mail is 
just $45. 

At Twisted Times, we opted for bulk mail 
long before our subscriber base hit 200, 


padding out the list with extra review copies 
and even, on occasion, mailing some copies 
back to ourselves(!) to get the total up to 200. 
There’s an $85 annual fee to get a bulk mail 
permit. You’ll also want a good word-pro¬ 
cessing program that can generate address 
labels sorted by zip code. 

CONSIDER ADVERTISING 

This is how the Big Boys do it, and in fact 
the only serious revenue source for virtually 
all commercial publications from the “free” 
weeklies to the “expensive” glossies. They all 
run on advertising, so why should you be any 
different? Disregard for the moment that you 
have a readership of 15 headbangers, no 
newsstand distribution, and a name like Fuck 
You for Reading This. Print up an advertising 
rate sheet anyway, and pass it around. Who 
knows? Maybe the local porn store or indie 
record shop will lay down 25 bucks for a pimp 
job, and you’ll be that much closer to cover¬ 
ing the costs of your print run. 

Running advertising is, of course, a highly 
subjective decision, with lots of ominous 
moral overtones. Would you run a viscous, 
deliciously negative review of a band whose 
record company just paid you big bucks for a 
full-page display ad? Accept paid ads, and 
you will soon experience firsthand the ethical 
malaise that has sucked the spine out modern 
mass media. 

At Twisted Times, we have never run paid 
ads and have no plans to start. We swap ads 
with other zines we like, but other than that 
we stick to ad parodies and “subvertisements, ” 
a genre that pretty much forces you to aban¬ 
don all hope of ad revenues (look at Adbusters 
and check the cover price — that’s what it 
costs to put out a glossy when you’re on R. J. 
Reynolds’ shit list) But that’s our choice, and 
not necessarily yours. Some of our favorite 
zines run ads. Really. 

KEEP RECORDS 

As long as you generate any revenue from 
your zine, it’s a business and you can deduct 
your losses on a Schedule C. Even if you only 
dump a couple hundred bucks down the zine 
drain over the course of a year (not bad, by the 
way — you’re approaching break-even!), a 
two hundred dollar loss equates to either $32 
or $56 chopped off your tax bill (depending 
on what bracket you’re in). That’s a nice 
dinner for two, or maybe a keg of beer for all 
your contributors at the end of the year. 
You’ll have to keep records, but unless you're 
one of those folks who check the "voluntary 
contribution" box on the 1040, it’s worth it! 
Keeping records will also force you to think 
about how much you’re spending and on 
what; in short, to treat your zine like a business 
and not some sort of weird social disease. 

Hopefully, these ideas will help you keep 
your zine going just a little bit longer, on a 
slightly tighter shoestring. Sure, there’s no 
pot of gold at the end of the self-publishing 
rainbow, but if you pay attention to what 
you’re doing and exercise a little common 
sense, you ought to be able to steer clear of the 
poorhouse.

SMALL IS BEAUTIFUL ' 


As distributors fail right and left, the publisher of 
Girljock tells us how to tighten our belts

A s many of you know, Inland Book 
company, one of the largest U.S. 
distributors of the “small Press,” has 
gone belly up. Another mostly East Coast 
distributor, Golden Lee, has gone bankrupt as 
well. 

What all of us small publishers must do 
right now is stop and reconsider our program. 
What if this is a trend and several other 
distributors go belly up? This could slash the 
distribution channels for many of our publica¬ 
tions in half. 

So what to do? It’s possibly a good time to 
worry too late into the 
nights. Possibly a good 
time to be freaked out. 

Possibly a good time to 
hold your breath not know¬ 
ing what else to do. I have 
done many of these things 
already and survived. In 
fact, I’ve passed on into 
another state of post-dis¬ 
tributor enlightenment. 

Let me share some al¬ 
ternatives I came up with 
with you. 

CASH FLOW ISSUES 
Here’s a small list of 
suggestions to help 
strengthen your cash flow 
programs outside of dis¬ 
tributor-based sales. Dis¬ 
tributors, after all, can be 
worse than two-timing girl¬ 
friends who date someone 
taller than yourself. Dis¬ 
tributors can be more aw¬ 
ful than many things: but if 
you are smart and careful, 
you can even rid yourself 
of a cash flow dependent 
on them. I just want to take a few minutes to 
point out some other channels with which you 
can focus a small publication to create a better 
cash flow outside of distributors. 

1. Have a Distributor-went-bankrupt-so- 
lets-throw-a-party fundraiser. 

2. Send out notices to all your subscribers 
and girlfriends/boyfriends/etc. (this is where 
karma can help you) and explain the bank¬ 
ruptcy to them, and see if anyone can help you 
over the immediate cash crunch. 

3. Take back your sales: Develop your own 
direct sales programs. Force more bookstores 
to buy copies outright rather than on consign¬ 
ment. Search for more alternative venues for 
direct sales. 

4. Mail order is your friend. Mail order is 
one of the most excellent things. There are no 
retailers involved. Sometimes you can even 
do some on-demand creation of what you are 
mail ordering to fulfill the orders, so you 
don’t need to tie up a lot of money in stock. 


This is the ultimate vegetarianism of publish¬ 
ing. Here you get the purest of sales, and 
don’t have to deal with the nasty by-products 
of the bad East Coast retail store/bookstore 
recession/troubles. This takes you lower down 
on the food chain of life but gets you closer to 
your most valuable nutrients: the direct sale. 

5. Cut your costs, dammit. Since paper 
prices went up this year, why not cut your size 
down now? We did (instead of 8.5” by 11" the 
new Girljock is 6 3/4” by 10 1/4"). We ended 
up with a magazine that was about 12 percent 
lighter than before, so shipping costs went 

down although or¬ 
ders went up. That 
helped to offset the 
8-20 percent rise in 
paper costs of this 
year. Remember: If 
you are an alterna¬ 
tive publication you 
have more room to 
take chances. Chanc¬ 
es are beautiful since 
they either succeed, 
fail, or are ambiva¬ 
lent. Besides, it is 
many times more sat¬ 
isfying to take chanc¬ 
es in business than to 
take chances in dat¬ 
ing. When we rede¬ 
signed Girljock we 
rediscovered that 
small is beautiful. 
Besides, redesigning 
Girljock at the small¬ 
er size was the 
funnest thing we’d 
done since it was a 
photocopied fanzine. 
We only had one 
complaint about the 

new size. 

6. Team up with other small publications 
on different projects. You may get more done 
in groups than ever before. Try new things. 
Be bold. 

7. Technology is your friend. Having a 
World Wide Web page can get you lots more 
subscribers and buyers of your stuff.. Take a 
cheap class on setting up a homepage. It can 
be done for way, way under $1,000 — even 
less if you already have a computer. Besides, 
then you can add that cool WWW address to 
your stationary. 

8. Prayer and meditation. 

9. Get enough sleep so you can still make 
effective decisions. 

10. Scale down your print runs to a more 
creative number of copies. Don’t be afraid to 
take control of the distributors numbers; if 
they can’t sell as many as they say they can, 
why make ‘em??

1. Send your stuff quickly. 

2. Make your programs fun. 

3. Always encourage other sales. 

4. Develop a personal connection 
with your buyers via stickers or 
other goodies. 

5. Look for the eternal cash cow. I 
never knew what a cash cow was 
until my ex-girlfriend, who’d been 
an Econ major in college, explained 
it to me. A cash cow is the ultimate 
profit item that makes its worth over 
and over. The only problem with 
cash cows is that what look’s like 
one at the start of a project may be 
more of a financial drain when all is 
said and done. My ex-girlfriend 
thought that Girljock sweatshorts 
would be the ultimate cash cow for 
us. It wasn’t. I’m glad I didn’t invest 
too deeply.

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BUYER BEWARE 

The Media Monopoly Hits the Zine World

W arning: a large corporation wants 
to be hip. They want to cash in on 
your genius, your style, your fringe 
point-of-view. They want to co-opt your life. 
There is a sitcom about you and your zine 
being written right now, with commercials 
ready to go. 

Because zines are “trendy,” don’t be sur¬ 
prised if the above scenario materializes by 
the next TV season. 

Meanwhile, as marketing gurus figure out 
the best way to sell you laundry detergent, a 
more insidious threat is creeping into the zine 
world: The Media Industrial Complex. Just 
like in the film and music world, this monop¬ 
oly — an amorphous beast that represents the 
consolidation of media from the consumer 
level to the production level — has its tenta¬ 
cles in distribution, without which most me¬ 
dia would be unavail¬ 
able to the public. 

A LITTLE HISTORY 
To understand the cur¬ 
rent trend, a little histo¬ 
ry is needed. In the last 
decade the magazine 
business has changed sig¬ 
nificantly. Its hard to 
imagine a time before 
the zine revolution, but 
in the ’80s (you remem¬ 
ber New Wave and in¬ 
sider trading, don’t 
you?), any magazines 
that didn’t kiss reality’s 
ass, couldn’t get distrib¬ 
uted. Without distribu¬ 
tion, you can’t find your 
favorite zine in your lo¬ 
cal bookstore or news¬ 
stand. 

It might seem like a 
mundane business, but 
listen carefully, it is 
much more significant 
than you may have real¬ 
ized. 

Currently in the U.S., 
mainstream magazine 
distribution ( People, 

Newsweek, etc.) is essentially controlled by 
business that were set up by the mob, with the 
exception of the mega-corporations that han¬ 
dle chain stores. These distributors are called 
IDs, and are run by large businesses that 
mainly truck magazines to airports, super¬ 
markets, and convenient stores. While doz¬ 
ens of them exist throughout the U.S., many 
of them are being consolidated on a state-by- 
state level into fewer companies. Maybe this 
aspect of the business doesn’t directly effect 
the zine world, but it is important to note that 
these companies have set the precedents of the 
distribution business. Most importantly, the 
practice of destroying unsold copies is a by¬ 
product of this end of the industry. It should 


also be noted that these distributors generally 
offer a 20 percent discount to retailers and 
typically have really bad, schlepo service. 
But because IDs control the right to distribute 
most national publications through their 
hegemonic territorial control, stores are forced 
to deal with them. 

Independent distributors, otherwise known 
as “secondaries, ” handle the fringe magazine 
market (otherwise known as “the crumbs”). 
This class of distribution grew out of the 
booming New Age publishing industry in the 
early and mid-80s. Many of the existing 
secondary distributors today (Desert Moon 
Periodicals, Armadillo, Small Changes, Fine 
Print, Ubiquity, Don Olson Distribution) 
started out as local operations run from peo¬ 
ple’s cars. Health-food stores, New Age 
shops, and newsstands who saw demand for 
magazines like Mothering, Whole Earth Re-

view, and New Age, increased sales, and thus 
expanded business for smaller local full- 
service distributors. Meanwhile, the IDs, 
perceiving New Age and punk fanzines as too 
flaky and insignificant, took no interest in the 
market. 

By the early ’90s, with the growth of 
Fact sheet Five and other zines, these second¬ 
ary distributors had become the sole handlers 
for fringe titles and zines. With demand for 
alternative publications on the rise, several of 
the local distributors went national trying to 
fulfill the growing niche (Fine Print, Desert 
Moon Periodicals, and Ubiquity are primary 
examples). While their business backgrounds 


varied (many had none before founding their 
companies), they all shared a common de¬ 
nominator: They loved the small press. This 
enthusiasm and passion for a free and fringe 
press is what drove most independent distrib¬ 
utors, in spite of the small profit margins, and 
the day-to-day frustration of dealing with the 
extremely complex logistics of distribution. 

ZINES HIT BIGTIME 

Then came the hype. All of a sudden CNN, 
Time, Newsweek, and other commercial me¬ 
dia saw the zine phenomena as a weird 
novelty. Suddenly zines became hip. 

That’s when the vultures came in. Just as 
mega-chain stores are hitting the independent 
book market like an F-16 bombing Iraqi 
troops, the independent distribution market is 
being squeezed by the big guys. There was a 
time when Fact sheet Five, 2600, Reign of 
Toads, Mondo2000, etc. wouldn’t be touched 
by greedy corporate distributors, but as soon 
as the larger distributors saw a profit in 
specialized magazines, they started picking 
up hip, fringe, weird zines and offered them 
to stores at a better discount than independent 
distributors could match (40 percent vs. 30- 
35 percent offered by most 
independents). 

While a 5 percent mar¬ 
gin might not seem like a 
lot of money (It really 
isn’t. It works out to $50 
for every $1,000 grossed), 
this is generally enough 
incentive for the store to 
drop titles from the inde¬ 
pendent distributor. The 
secondary distributors, 
who cut the path of the 
small press market, have 
seen the market they so 
patiently built get gobbled 
up by the corporate ma¬ 
chine of primary, corpo¬ 
rate distributors. 

Companies like Ingram 
Periodicals, IPD and East¬ 
ern (owned by Hearst, one 
of the world’s largest me¬ 
dia conglomerates) have 
been primary advantage 
seekers in this market, 
making big promises to 
small publishers, giving 
them dreams of dollar 
signs dancing in their 
heads. So what these 
mega-corps do is put the 
small zine in chain stores with their milk toast 
inventory, selling to an audience that doesn’t 
understand the fringe press. 

Sell-throughs (the ratio of copies sold ver¬ 
sus returned) tends to be horrible, and the 
publisher eats the printing bill, since distrib¬ 
utors don’t pay for unsold copies (as men¬ 
tioned before, covers are torn off the maga¬ 
zines, which are then promptly trashed). 
Moreover, to subsidize their high discount to 
retailers, Ingram and IPD are charging outra¬ 
geous shipping fees to the publisher, forcing 
the publisher to incur the major cost of 
distribution (shipping). Be forewarned, if you 
are a small publisher getting distributed by a 
large company, they will squeeze you for 
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every penny they can, and your profits (if 
any), will probably cover your coffee 
expense, and that is it! (To be fair, there 
are some success stories where these 
large distributors actually have a high 
sell-through for a small press title.) 

Eastern has been the most disingenu¬ 
ous in this scheme, signing exclusive 
deals with magazines, promising that the 
independent distributors can get the peri¬ 
odical through them (read, crumbs). The 
net result is that the distributors who cut 
their teeth with alternative magazines, 
lose the market they created. Eastern is a 
vampire, just like the corporate record 
companies who have sucked up the inde¬ 
pendent record business. 

You would be surprised by some of the 
“counter cultural” magazines who have 
agreed to this scam: Adbusters, Whole 
Earth Review, Alternative Press and 
Wired, to name a few. For these maga¬ 
zines to say they are fighting the dominant 
culture, providing an alternative to the 
publishing industry, is classic hypocrisy. 
As much as I used to lo vt Adbusters, I can 
no longer stomach reading their anti¬ 
media rants, knowing that they back- 
stabbed independent distributors by sign¬ 
ing an exclusive distribution agreement 
with a Hearst-owned company. 

Independent distributors were the only 
companies willing to support them when 
they were still a fledgling magazine. 
Whole Earth Review also signed an exclu¬ 
sive with Eastern, dumping the grassroots 
business culture they pretend to be such 
supporters of. Wired , who cashed in on 
the very counterculture of computer mag¬ 
azines that set the table from which they 
eat cake, are classic snobs, refusing to 
work with independent distributors, claim¬ 
ing it’s too much paper work. They 
assume that mega-corporate distribution 
is good enough for them, and anyone 
working outside that structure can screw 
themselves. 

High-priced consultants and Conde 
Naste lawyers be damned, let it be know 
that these magazines have failed to pay 
homage to the very businesses that con¬ 
tributed to their success. It’s like a bad 
melodrama where an aspiring actress ris¬ 
es to the top, only to turn her back on 
those who helped her on her rise to fame. 
Remember, be nice on your way up, 
because the trip down may not be so much 
fun (e.g., your friendly corporate distrib¬ 
utor dumps you because they can’t sell 
enough of your magazine, even though 
they forced you to pay for a higher print 
run). 

So here we are in the information rich 
90s, where anyone can splash their views 
in print (and now the Internet). Things are 
so different from the early punk days of 
the 80s, when zines were a microcosm of 
the scene, and few knew, or cared, about 
the maverick self-publisher. You’ve come 
a long way baby, and now they want to 
cash in on your hipness. 

The media giants and chains are con¬ 
solidating, while independent bookstores 
and distributors are being squeezed by the

Information Industrial Complex. And you, 
oh dear zine enthusiast, are the target. Just 
wait, your zine will be in a Volkswagen or 
Honda commercial, with the Ramones 
blasting in the background. And when you 
go shopping for the newest hip magazine, 
your choices will be limited by the tastes 
of the chain store buyer, and those distrib¬ 
utors who service them. Buyer beware, 
the information revolution might just be 
another marketing scam. 

Epilog or Epitaph? 

The outcome of this distribution war 
remains to be seen, but I predict the 
following effects for the consumer: 

® Less choice and censorship by the 
marketplace, because there are few risk- 
takers in the corporate world (with the 
exception of magazine buyer Steve Simon 
at Borders); inventory will be made less 
offensive to the general public. 

# Profits and market share will go to big 
companies. The chains will benefit the 
most because they put independent stores 
out of business while they force distribu¬ 
tors to offer a high discount (thereby 
creating a symbiotic relationship with vol¬ 
ume, discount-oriented corporate distrib¬ 
utors). Next, mega-distributors will take 
their large cut of the market, because they 
will be the only ones who can offer a high 
discount (again, on the back of the publish¬ 
ers by forcing shipping fees and high 
returns). What ever is left will go to the 
publisher, and perhaps the printer. Writ¬ 
ers are at the bottom of the food chain (yet 
without them, there would be no magazine 
business at all. Period!). 

# Monopoly controlled culture and re¬ 
bellion. In the future, publishing giants 
will be the only ones who can afford to put 
out magazines, because with out market¬ 
ing and advertising, publishing is very 
unprofitable (expect offers for your zine 
or book ideas from Time-Warner). The 
few remaining magazines will be subsi¬ 
dized by non-profit organizations and trust 
funds. 

# Nevertheless, there is an alternative 
scenario. The World Wide Web could 
significantly alter this situation, because 
the web offers the chance to bring the 
product directly to the consumer, thereby 
eliminating the middleman. Will we live 
in a future where stores are no longer 
necessary, and distributors will be an 
anachronism? While this scenario is way 
down the line (the problem of encrypting 
credit card numbers and cyber-cash have 
to be resolved), it may be that in the future, 
most independent publishing will be done 
on the Internet. Because of the rising paper 
costs and the multi-media interface of¬ 
fered by the web, print may no longer be 
necessary. I will lament the loss of print, 
but regrettably, what other choice will be 
left? 


This is a difficult problem which is more of 
an aesthetic question than a technical one. Is 
alternative music really alternative, if most 
bands you hear on the radio are signed by major 
labels, and this particular brand of music dom¬ 
inates mainstream rock radio? Is a record label 
independent if they are distributed by WEA 
(Wamer/Elektra/Atlantic)? Is a distributor in¬ 
dependent if their main market is chain stores, 
but they are not owned by a media conglomer¬ 
ate? 

In my opinion, an independent is defined by 
its position in the marketplace. When ascertain¬ 
ing who is an independent, think about this: 
high discounts to retailers can only be sustained 
by HIGH VOLUME (this is the same principle 
applied by mega warehouse-style discount stores 
like Target and Sam’s Club). It doesn’t take a 
genius to figure out who can provide this kind 
volume: chains. 

I also believe the mark of independence is 
reflected in attitude. Is the company you are 
dealing with truly interested in the product they 
sell? Are they focusing on the chain store 
market instead of independent booksellers? Are 
you dealing with small press enthusiasts or 
profiteers? Fans or MBAs? 


If you are new to the distribution game, I 
suggest you take a look at the contract before 
you sign it. The exclusives a distributor will ask 
for reflects the kind of business they are in. The 
more chain stores they list, the more symbiotic 
they are with chains. Be leery of businesses that 
depend on chains to sell your product. Most 
importantly, have a little fun and watch them 
battle over exclusivity agreements for chain 
stores. Fight for concessions if a distributor 
wants the Barnes & Noble exclusive, or what 
ever they demand. Remember, don’t give in so 
easily, its your zine, and learn about who you 
are doing business with. Keep up the good 
fight!

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’82 Honda, Doug Biggert looks like someone 
who might publish zines in his spare time — 
not like someone who regularly jets around 
the world to sell them. 

But that is what Biggert, 54, has been doing 
for the last decade as head of magazine 
distribution for Tower Records. From his 
office in the company’s magazine warehouse 
in West Sacramento, Calif., Biggert decides 
which zines Tower buys and where among the 
the 150 stores with magazine racks (45 of 
them abroad) the zines are sold. 

Chuck Magazine's Mike Wooldridge re¬ 
cently sat down with Biggert — between store 
openings in Tokyo and Las Vegas — to talk 
about, among other things, what it takes to get 
a zine on the Tower racks. 

F5:How did zines first get into Tower? 

DB:Ten years ago, Tower sent me on my first 
business trip to check out the stores in Seattle. 
While I was there I went up to Vancouver, 
where I found a neat little used-record store. 
They had three or four zine-type things on 
their magazine rack. I thought one of them 
was pretty cool. 

Were they zines you’d be carrying today? 
No, they were worse. But I liked what they 
were. I thought, “Why should this mom-and- 
pop record store be carrying these things and 
not us?” Tower was already carrying 
Maximumrock’n’roll , but nothing else as far 
as zines went. I brought some copies back 
with me from Vancouver and within a year I 
was buying zines for Tower. Now we have 
two filing cabinets filled with consignment 
accounts. 

How many have you carried since then? 
More than 1,000. We probably have about 
400 different zine titles in our warehouse 
right now. 

It must be profitable. 

Well, we wouldn’t carry them if they didn’t 
sell. But you have to gamble sometimes with 
zines. I’ve learned to worry about the hun¬ 
dreds and not the fives. I used to argue to my 
bosses that Tower makes enough money off 
Rolling Stone that we can afford to take a few 
chances with zines. 

Do certain types of zines sell best? 

Graffiti zines have done very well, stuff like 
Can Control. But a lot of other stores are 
carrying them now. They may not do as well 
in the future. Hacker zines are big sellers — 
2600 , Blacklisted 411. 

How about music zines? 

Well, Tower is mainly a record store so, 
yeah, those do well. But we see a lot of music 
zines, too — we probably turn away six or 
eight for every one we buy. 

How about digest-size versus full-size? 
Full-size is good. Digest is good, too. We buy 
a lot of little zines, like Murder Can Be Fun. 
You can fan those out in the front of the rack. 
Twelve digest zines in the space of two copies 
of Better Homes and Gardens. 


What’s good on a cover? 

Bright colors are good. You want something 
that people can see or something that’s clever. 
It’s what’s inside that counts in the end, but no 
one is ever going to read it if they don’t see it 
and pick it up. 

Are there any hard-and-fast rules about 
prices for zines? 

It depends. Generally, zines that aren’t in it 
for the money sell better than those that are. 

If it looks like they are out to make money, 
is that a turn-off? 

When you get somebody who says they want 
to be the next Rolling Stone , the next Spin, it 
is not exactly a turn-on. Good zines are a 
labor of love. 

But are there people you buy from who 
make a living off their zines? 

I don’t think so. I guess it depends on what 
your standard of living is. What did Mike 
Gunderloy’s economics come out to when he 
did Factsheet Five ? About six cents an hour? 
I think the goal of most people is just to have 
enough money to print the next one. 

Does the issue of your making money off a 
zine ever become a point of contention? 
I’ve had this discussion maybe five times in 
the past week. Some people say the whole 
distribution business goes against the spirit of 
making zines, and to a point I think it’s true. 
Like the notion that punk rock should be for 
punks and no one else. Dishwasher Pete 
won’t let us distribute his zine. He wants to 
sell it for 50 cents. We would have to sell it 
for a dollar. I respect that. And I will write 
him a check to help support him because I like 
his zine. 

So where do you see yourself fitting in? 
Well, there’s another side to all this. People 
put out zines so other people will hear what 
they have to say. You can sit in your house in 
Reno and mail your zine out, or you can go 
through someone like Tower. You may not 
make as much money per copy — we’ re going 
to have to mark it up so we can make a profit 
— but you are going to have your stuff read 
by a hell of a lot more people. You may get 
letters from Japan and Israel because Tower 
is over there. I think zines deserve to be 
heard, and we provide a way they can be 
heard. 

What about some of the other issues that 
have come up with zines, like censorship? 
That’s something I deal with. I guess a recent 
example was the last Answer ME!. I spent a 
whole night reading that magazine when we 
got it. I didn’t think the words were that 
offensive. But don’t look at the pictures. 
How did you deal with that one? 

I made the decision that this was protected 
speech, that this magazine was saying some¬ 
thing relevant, and that we were going to 
carry it. I can’t think of anything more anti¬ 
rape than that magazine. It is disgusting and 
it made rape seem disgusting. But I decided it 
needed special handling. I sent a letter to the 
stores saying we’re not going to ship it to you 


and decide for themselves. Maybe half of the 
stores stocked it. A lot of them kept it behind 
the counter. 

Was there any trouble? 

Not really. A newspaper columnist in Phila¬ 
delphia bought a copy from a Tower store and 
wrote a column about how disgusting it was. 
That was a hassle. But that was about four 
months after the store put it on the rack. 

Are you making that kind of call all the 
time for Tower? 

Yes. Piercing Fans International Quarterly 
sat on the floor by my desk for probably a year 
before I bought it. I wasn’t sure I could justify 
putting out a magazine full of close-ups of 
pierced genitals. Finally, when the seventh 
person who worked for me got a piercing, I 
said OK. I’ve never really had any problem 
with it. Occasionally a store manager will 
have a problem. 

How about at your stores overseas? Isn’t 
there something in Japan about pubic hair? 
No genitals. Pubic hair is OK. When I went 
to Japan two months ago, some of them came 
up to me with a magazine and said, “Doug- 
san, hair magazine, aha!” They were very 
excited about a new magazine. The Japanese 
are a strange culture. They may think nothing 
of cum splashing all over someone’s face or 
seeing a woman tortured. But no exposed 
genitalia. 

Are there stricter countries? 

In Singapore you can’t have pubic hair or 
genitals. Breasts are OK. Breasts are OK 
almost everywhere. Korea is interesting — it 
censors pictures, words, and thought, with an 
official committee for each. I sent Gauntlet 
over there by accident. I had to apologize to 
the censorship board. 

I thought maybe a magazine could have 
other value. People could just respect you 
for carrying it. 

Maybe. We carry $150 fashion magazines. 
Collections from Milan, Paris, Rome, Lon¬ 
don. Huge, all color, no text ... I decided to 
send one to the Singapore store free of charge. 
They said, “Oh, we’ll wrap it up.” I said, 
“No, you won’t wrap it up. I want 400 people 
to look at it and see their first $150 maga¬ 
zine.” 

Do you think of the people who will be in 
front of the racks looking at the maga¬ 
zines? 

Sure. There is a zine called Homocore , a gay, 
punk magazine put out by Tom Jennings. I 
read a lot of the last issue. It was almost all 
letters. Kids from all over the country writing 
him, saying “I thought I was the only one. I’m 
tattooed and so on, but I am in love with my 
girlfriend and I am a girl.” All of these 
teenage punks. I went and bought 300 more 
copies and sent them to the stores. I thought 
about how this may really help about 75 
people.

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Things I’ve learned from zines: 

WE DONT NEED NO 
STINKING LICENSE

I magine you’ve just finished up a new 
issue of your zine. You take it around to 
all the local music stores and comic shops, 
hoping that they’ll stock it, but everywhere 
you go you’re asked the same question: 
“Where’s your Federal Zine License?” Even 
if you’re lucky enough (or corporate enough) 
to have this certificate, you still have to watch 
your back. Any slip up, any foul language, 
any deviation from the reams of government 
regulations, and you’ll be banned from pub¬ 
lishing for years, with fines running in the 
tens of thousands of dollars. 

That may sound like a funny scenario. But 
it’s only a slight exaggeration of the way the 
federal government has been dominating ra¬ 
dio for the last 80 years. The system, as set up 
by the Federal Communications Commission 
makes it impossible for the neighborhood 
broadcaster to legally operate. The FCC 
refuses to consider any licensing applications 
for stations under 100 watts — most 
microstations operate in the one-half-watt to 
30-watt range. By refusing a permit, the FCC 
can then prosecute and fine radio pirates for 
broadcasting without one. Even if the govern¬ 
ment did allow small-wattage broadcasters, 
the application fee is $2900 — an outrageous 
sum considering that several stations can be 
built for the same amount of money. The 
message being sent out is clear: radio belongs 
in the hands of corporate broadcasters. 

Recently however, a few brave activists 
have begun challenging the FCC monolith. 
Radio Resistors Bulletin #11 explained how 
Mbanna Kantako in Springfield, Illinois, set 
up the neighborhood station WTRA, now 
known as Black Liberation Radio. Five years 
ago, Mbanna began broadcasting to Spring- 
field’s African American community, with 
the help of his sons and neighborhood youth. 
With radio equipment that cost only a few 
hundred dollars, he went on the air with 
community news, recorded speeches, and 
music programming. For years the govern¬ 
ment left him alone. But then some kids in 
Mbanna’s project were beaten up by local 
police, and Mbanna allowed the youth to tell 
their story on the air. Within a week, the FCC 
and local cops showed up to shut down the 
station. Mbanna is still broadcasting, and the 
$750 fine against him has not been collected. 

Taking a cue from Mbanna, Stephen Dunifer 
set up Free Radio Berkeley in 1993 to push the 
federal government for acceptance of com¬ 
munity radio. It wasn’t long before the FCC 
tuned in and slapped a $20,000 fine on him for 
unlicensed broadcasting. It seems that after 
not enforcing the charges against Mbanna, 
the FCC wanted to make an example out of 
Dunifer. But when the fine did not halt the 
broadcasts, the FCC filed a separate lawsuit 
seeking an injunction against the station. 

At the hearings, the federal attorney argued 


“There is no case we are aware of ... where 
the government has been denied an injunc¬ 
tion. And there’s a very good reason for that. 
Unlicensed broadcasting creates chaos on the 
airwaves. It’s anarchy on the airwaves. ” This 
old argument that the radio dial will be filled 
with an electronic babble if microbroadcasters 
are allowed free access is just a scare tactic on 
the part of the FCC. Low-wattage stations 
like any other broadcasters want as clear a 
signal as possible, so it only makes sense that 
they transmit on a frequency not in use. 
Besides, new technology has split radio fre¬ 
quencies into smaller units, creating more 
room on the dial than existed in the past. And 
Dunifer points out that in his two years of 
broadcasting, he has not gotten a single com¬ 
plaint. In fact, it seems the only people upset 
about Free Radio Berkeley are the bureau¬ 
crats. What does that tell you?

On January 30,1995, Judge Claudia W ilken 
handed down a decision denying the FCC 
injunction on constitutional grounds, setting a 
new legal precedent and forcing the FCC to 
reevaluate its policies. This is an amazing 
breakthrough for microbroadcasters and rep¬ 
resents their strongest victory to date. The 
FCC will try to enforce its fine against 
Dunifer, claiming that its regulations are the 
least restrictive in terms of citizen freedom of 
speech, a difficult matter to be sure. 

Meanwhile, as the case drags on, 
microbroadcasters are sprouting up every¬ 
where across the country. In the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay area alone there are at least five 
stations that broadcast to their surrounding 
neighborhoods. The diversity and range of 
programming is incredible, rivaling the best 
college or alternative stations. The real draw 
though is the sense of community empower¬ 
ment that comes with having a station set up 
just down the block. There is a much closer 


relationship between the broadcaster and the ““ 
listener than you will ever find on any coast- 
to-coast top-40 program. 

With the present surge in pirate radio, what 
many don’t realize is the the long and fascinat¬ 
ing history behind it. Punk Planet #7 in¬ 
cludes an excellent discussion and overview, 
dating this practice to the dawn of the radio 
age. It will come as little surprise that the 
government tried to control this medium from 
the very beginning. Under the same rationale 
used today — that amateurs clutter up the 
airwaves — the government during World 
War I banned personal broadcasts and out¬ 
right seized licensed stations for use by the 
Navy. After the war, the Navy formed a 
monopoly withGE, Westinghouse, and AT&T 
and called it the Radio Corporation of Amer¬ 
ica. Recognize the initials? 

When radio became a hot commodity in the 
’20s and the monopoly stations faced compe¬ 
tition at the hands of the pirates, RCA took the 
unlicensed broadcasters to court for infringe¬ 
ment of patent rights, decimating their ranks. 
Eventually, radio was privatized and the FCC 
took the place of the monopoly. But whether 
it was the Navy, RCA, or the FCC that did the 
regulating, pirating has been a continual fac¬ 
tor down through the ages. 

One of the most unique stations currently 
broadcasting is Monkeywrench Radio, as 
detailed in Tickle My Nausea #2. It’s a van 
that acts as a mobile transmitter for Pearl Jam. 
During the most recent tour, Monkeywrench 
broadcast almost every concert with the total 
sanction of the band. Indeed, Eddie Vedder 
and his bandmates often participated in inter¬ 
views and music programming before and 
after their shows. 

Looking internationally, one finds an amaz¬ 
ingly rational approach to the issue of com¬ 
munity radio. Our much less neurotic neigh¬ 
bors to the North, the Canadians, require only 
•a two-page application and a filing fee of $25 
to be licensed as a microbroadcaster. Even 
their restrictions on speech are fewer, and the 
government often upholds the rights of broad¬ 
casters against the Christian Right. Italy is 
another welcoming place for community ra¬ 
dio. In the ’70s, the airwaves were completely 
deregulated and government interference of 
local radio was struck down as unconstitutional. 

Maybe someday in the U.S., conditions 
will be so progressive. The upcoming legal 
battles will hopefully force such a change in 
the FCC and couldn’t come at a more crucial 
time. Media conglomerates like Sony, Time- 
Warner, Fox, and ABC-Disney already dom¬ 
inate such a huge portion of the broadcast 
spectrum that an alternative is mandatory. 
Trusting big business to deliver their version 
of the news and their preprogrammed hits is 
just asking for trouble. But no matter what the 
outcome of Dunifer’s hearing, I’m certain 
that pirate radio will prevail. There will 
always be some disenfranchised engineer or 
some rabble-rousing punk sitting alone at 3 
a.m., sending out signals to anyone listening.

Of course, the definitions for ezines and 
emagazines are even fuzzier than plain old 
zines and magazines.

For the 
abridged version, this issue of PR Watch explains how toxic sludge is being 
transformed into a healthy food additive — with the help of our friends in the 
PR industry. Disposing of treated sewage has becoming increasingly difficult 
and expensive. Dumping it on landfill seems to work but of course that turns 
the land into a toxic waste dump. The “solution” they came up with is to 
convert the stuff to “natural organic” “biosolids,” all through a simple shift 
in legislation and linguistics. If the EPA has it’s way, soon you’ll be eating 
Certified Organic produce that’s contaminated with PCBs, dioxins, lead, and 
asbestos through fertilization with municipal sludge. By now you’re probably 
thinking “I watch what I eat, my body’s wastes shouldn’t be particularly 
toxic...and besides don’t many cultures have a long history of converting 
‘night soil’ into crop fertizer?” If you were thinking that (which I guess you 
probably weren’t) you’d be right, but municipal wastes are more than just 
what goes down the household drain. Back in the ’40s, the rise in 
industrialization created factory wastes that needed to be disposed of. 
Municipalities provided a tax-based system to help factories dispose of their 
byproducts. Municipal sewer systems combined both household and indus¬ 
trial wastes as a function of their design. Then in the mid ’70s when the Clean 
Water Act hit, municipalities were left with tons of pollution-laden sewage 
sludge generated as a byproduct of the treatment process. Subscriptions are

For those interested 
in pursuing the path of the fili (visionary poet), I would say this book is 
essential. Those familiar with Celtic practices will appreciate the sound 
scholarship and advanced meditation techniques, while newcomers will 
benefit from her straightforward and practical directions. Erynn has spent 
years researching and developing this system, going back to primary Gaelic 
and Old Irish source material. The chants are given in both Gaelic and 
English, and included are detailed instructions for making and using a 
meditation necklace that can be used with the chants — similar to chanting 
mantras with a mala or rosary. The effect of meditating this way, especially 
if one takes the time to leam the verses in Gaelic, is reminiscent of the music 
and power found in Hindu japa or sloka chanting. Other chapters give useful 
suggestions and outlines for devotional rituals, altar designs, and interacting 
with the deities.

July ’95.1 love traveling, but depending on where I go it can be a nightmare 
trying to get an edible meal. See, I’m a vegetarian, and while it’s easy to whip 
up a stirfry at home, getting a meatless meal can be problematic in unfamiliar 
places. This can be particularly tricky in countries where vegetarianism is as 
unfamiliar to them, as their language is to me. While I have traveled a bit, 
the only place I was forced to skip a few meals was in Warsaw, Poland. It 
was dificult finding a vegitarian meal in Warsaw until I discovered the Zodiac 
“dairy” cafeteria where all the peasants ate at. It was this kind of experience 
that’s been keeping me from visiting Japan. (That, and lack of surplus time 
and Yen.) Hopefully, this exciting new self-published book will alleviate 
some of my fears about traveling to Japan — or maybe it will just reinforce 
them. Nine different sections in this highly informative book, covering 
everything from eating out in Japan to eating at home. The section on eating 
out offers very valuable advice on being diplomatic when offered food and 
their vital reference guide to the different types of restaurants and the 
vegetarian foods that may be on the menu. If you run into trouble, there are 
useful phrases like “Can you prepare a vegetarian dish?” My favorite part is 
the section on food shopping in Japan. They describe everything vegetarian, 
from the unusual vegetables to bizarre snacks. This section can be useful even 
if you stay at home. It can be a great guide to shopping in Asian grocery stores, 
complete with simple cooking instructions for some of the more unusual 
vegetables. I know a lot of people who have been looking for just that kind 
of a resource. Also included is a large section on vegetarian Japanese 
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cooking, and lots of recipes (mostly reprinted from Sundays at Moosewood).

Sometimes this shit bothers 
me so much that I refuse to review the publication, but this time Peter did such 
a good job that I have to mention it. It’s essentially a simple story of his 
struggles with the classified ad department of the San Diego Reader. Over the 
course of several months Peter attempted to place a number of different 
classified ads in the magazine — and all of them were promptly rejected. The 
first one stated that he would dump poison in the ocean unless someone called 
him and asked him not to do it. The second one was a simple personal ad “Me:

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little crab legs and starts to run very fast.” In other places, Mok takes over 
the narrative himself, describing his meeting with Pappy, or his survival of 
the Copulatorium, or a late night quest to find his ball peen hammer.

Of all the living authors I have read, Claudia Walton is the one I’d most like 
to spend an afternoon hanging out with. She’s traveled the world, visiting over 
40 countries, while writing down her observations on life. Much of her 
material is an analysis of left-leaning politics, feminism, and the working 
class. But where many authors cover these topics with self-righteous airs, 
Claudia relates her stories with the same intimacy as a dear friend just back 
from an adventure. For her latest book, Little Tenement on the Volga , she 
chose to write about life in Russia. She spent a year in the Volga city of 
Samara, observing the collective insanity of post-Soviet life and meeting 
some very colorful characters. Together they portray the faces of Russia both 
old and new. There is Lina the seer who survived German occupation and a 
tank battle that destroyed her childhood home; Boris of the Russian mafia who 
beats people up in the name of “business”; 21-year-old Zoya who’s tempted 
to marry an American Mormon and emigrate; and the slightly dotty Nina who 
feeds her cat caviar while living like a pauper. Claudia’s insight into the social 
pressures of Russian culture, namely the trap of marriage and the rampant 
use of alcohol make this story anything but uplifting. Yet it’s a work that 
penetrates the enigmatic Russian soul like few others.

One of my favorite hobbies (this year) is eraser carving. When I find myself 
with a spare hour or so in the evening I love to come up with a new design. 
Eraser carving is the simple technique of taking large, high quality erasers 
and then carving images onto their tops using x-acto knives or other sharp 
tools. For six years now, Mick Mather has been publishing the zine Eraser 
Carver’s Quarterly. His publication offers tips and techniques for the 
carver, along with some finer examples sent in by his readers. This 16-page 
pamphlet is a comprehensive introduction to the art of eraser carving. It can 
be an excellent primer for the nascent carver as well as the more advanced. 
He starts at the beginning, explaining the various different carving tools and 
erasers that can be used, then goes on to the advanced techniques like 
transferring xeroxed images (my favorite). The book also features a wide

Another great one-shot from the mistress of mail art. This is the anxiously 
awaited collection of postal hassle/horror stories. Zine folks have loads of fun 
with the mail service but it’s the mail art people that really push things to the 

limit. This collection of stories 
shows just how far the postal sys¬ 
tem can be pushed. Jenny Zervakis, 
Mike Dyar, Ian Gunn, and M.B. 
Corbett reveal disturbing tales of 
dealing with stubborn postal clerks, 
receiving legal letters from the postal 
inspectors, and even getting a (not- 
so) friendly visit from the FBI. 
Overall it’s an immensely enjoy¬ 
able and informative collection with 
some good advice for those exper¬ 
imenting with mail. Don’t put any¬ 
thing sexual, erotic, offensive, or 
obscene on the outside of a mail 
piece. You run a great risk of re¬ 
ceiving a nasty letter from the post¬ 
al inspector about federal law 1463 
and the sad news that your artwork 


has been destroyed. Another thing to avoid on the outside of envelopes is the 
phrase “Do not X-ray — bomb enclosed. ” Unless of course you actually enjoy 
getting hauled downtown to grey governmental buildings. But the most 
important lesson is if at first you don’t succeed, try, try again. Postal clerks 
can be quite cantankerous and postal rules are always subject to selective (and 
sometimes arbitrary) interpretation. If your regular postal clerk balks at your 
attempt to mail a metal postcard or bowling ball, just try another post 
office.

An Exploration of Mastery, Slavery, and the Darker Side of Desire 
1995. This is an attempt to go beyond the S/M of leather, whips, and chains, 
in both fiction and poetry. Indeed, S/M is used here as “ slavery and mastery, ” 
rather then sadomasochism. Some of the best fiction traces the urge for 
submissive and dominant behavior to childhood. I like the author’s take on 
things. Her writing is erotic, but only occasionally graphic. Instead of detailed 
sexual action, she substitutes an unraveling of consciousness that exposes the 
motivations for her characters actions. “Missing the Boat,” is the short story 
that best expresses this. It’s the tale of two women, who were childhood 
friends and developed a master/slave relationship of the mind. Only years 
later when they meet again is the inevitable consummated. In addition to the 
literary take on the subject, I am also drawn to the book because the author 
has the courage to put a naked photograph of herself on the cover (although 
there is some strategic graphic armor). It seems to symbolize her desire to 
share her concerns with others and I applaud her for that.

1995. Stewart Home became involved with the Neoists in 1984, after hearing 
of the 8th Neoist Apartment Festival, a poly media event organized in London. 
Since that time he’s participated in many avant-garde amd mail art actions. 
His latest work is a collection of writings gathered from the mid-eighties 
onward. Texts include excerpts from the Art Strike Handbook and issues of 
Smile, writings from exhibitions and installations, Neoist documents, and 
works written since the end of Art Strike in 1990. This is followed by four 
appendices of interviews, correspondence, and the introduction to the Polish 
edition of The Assault on Culture. A selected bibliography and index end the 
work. Although a powerful talent in his right, Home recognizes that there is 
a great deal of strength in shared action. Years spent in mail art and other 
international cultural conspiracies have impressed upon Home that ideas 
funnelled through others only gain in momentum, sometimes taking on a life 
of their own, and that these modified works, simmered in a cauldron of 
collectivity, create group mythologies far more powerful than singular 
authorship. His study and continued contact with the international avant- 
garde make Homes’s work especially noteworthy. While his novels and short 
stories {RedLondon, No Pity, Pure Mania, Defiant Pose ) put these ideas into 
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practice, non-fiction works such as the present edition, inform the reader as 
to the method behind the madness.

These stories 
lead up to the real thrust of the book: the Paul McCartney death hoax and what 
Stirred all the hysteria in the first place. Lynn ties part of it to the animosity 
between John and Paul and says that John was playing with the idea of 
mythical death in some of his lyrics. Later, when fans started picking up on 
this, every line and piece of album art was sifted through in a mad search for 
clues. You can imagine what rubbish was invented. On the cover to Sgt. 
Pepper*s, there’s supposedly a clear message that Paul is not dead, but 
actually living on a sunken island off the coast of Greece. And by re-recording 
“Revolution 9” at 45 rpms and playing it backwards, there was a clear 
explanation of what happened. My favorite crackpot notion involves the 
cover to Help: Paul is not wearing a hat (gasp!). The research here is 
remarkably extensive, giving us example after example of overworked 
imaginations and rabid fans who are not content to merely own the products 
of their heroes — they want to own their heroes’ lives too. See the zine The 
Interrupted Song for information about the author’s own untimely death.

Right after getting this book I immediately started in on it — two hours later 
I still had just scratched the surface of what it has to offer. Jerome Gold talked 
with 31 publishers who live in the Pacific Northwest. No, these aren’t zine 
publishers, these folks publish books independently of the big corporations 
in New York City. The highlight for me (and probably many others) is the 
16-page interview with the late Joe Singer who passed away in 1993. Joe told 
us how he got started in printing and publishing and came to start up The 
Village Idiot and The Printer’s Devil. This interview, conducted in 
September of ’92, shows the age of many of the interviews in this volume. 
But while most pop star Q&As are obsolete after a few months, these 
interviews are vital and alive, exploring how these folks got started in 
publishing and how they built up their tiny companies. Another favorite 
interview is with Thatcher Bailey from 1993, who started Bay Press in 1983 
with the publishing of Hal Foster’s The Anti-Aesthetic which came to become 
a seminal text in the debate over post-modernism. While casual book readers 
may find this book overwhelming and boring, anyone interested in the 
personalities and business of book publishing will find it immeasurably 
fascinating.

He might have 
been tempted to just slap a cover on pages reprinted straight from his issues. 
But he went above and beyond, selecting his best material, dividing it up into 
thematic chapters, and adding enjoyable introductions for each section. The 
best parts are the 25 pages devoted to reports on cacophony society events 
like Burning Man, Cheap Suit Santa, and Kill Your TV. After all these years 
it’s surprising to find that his weird news holds up quite nicely. Warning, 
reading this collection will give you the impression that the San Francisco Bay 
Area is a very twisted place.

There’s lotss here but it takes a knowledgeable hand 
to get through it all. Much of the information is in the form of text files on 
all sorts of hacker/phreaking topics but there’s also plenty of executables that 
you can boot up. While I think it’s an amazing compendium I do have a few 
complaints about it. Most notably is the lack of documentation, but for some 
people the fun part is just plowing through it all to discover what buried 
treasure lies inside. My other complaint is that many of the larger files 
(especially the executables) are in compressed zip format. No one in their 
right mind wants to download a file that isn’t compressed to its smallest size. 
But when translating online file archives to CD-ROMs the files should be 
expanded. CD-ROMs have a huge capacity and finding exactly what you’re 
looking for is a lot easier if you don’t have to go through and unzip every file.

They’re 
fresher, but still your connection to your food is established through paying 
for it. But Tom Squier thinks people should have a real connection to the foods 
they eat. His food comes from nature — directly. He and his family hunt, fish, 
and gather plants and berries. His Wild and Free Cookbook outlines the 
palate-pleasing joys and nutritional benefits of a wild foods lifestyle. This 
lifestyle includes strong survivalist skills with a love of and desire to protect 
nature. Squier shares his knowledge with us — how to clean a turtle, how to 
collect nettles, and how to smoke trout. The most out there section isn’t on 
how to prepare alligators, it’s a few pages on transforming roadkill into a 
palatable meal. But the primary reason for the book is to show off an 
impressive collection of recipes that probably make even the most unfamiliar 
wild foods delicious. There are recipes for Braised Porcupine with Red-Eye 
Gravy; Chicken Fried Snake (yes, snake), Prickly Pear Jelly; even a lovely 
recipe for Blueberry Pie. And the recipes and information are accompanied 
by plenty of photos of the food, Squier, and his family. Squier has a friendly 
and informative writing style that really makes me want to make some 
changes and take one step closer to going back to the land.

#2, August ’95. A very politically charged punk zine put together by Carlos 
to motivate himself and others to action. He includes lots of reprints, song 
lyrics, collages, and statistics that highlight the evils and hypocracies in our 
society. It starts with a short essay from Daniel Quinn about “our secret plan” 
(i.e., “we going to go on consuming the world until there’s no more to 
consume”). I particularly like all his comments about punk culture. He 
explained how the punk political revolution evolved into just another fashion 
trend to consume and explained how people can be more punk with their 
actions then with the records they buy. Recommended to all, especially 
politically motivated punks. All the sources and nicely credited in the back. 
It almost reminds me of punk version of Harper's with all the thought- 
provoking reprints.

Bryan explains “contrascience” as the false ideas of 
society, sex, politics, and religion that are perpetuated through the teachings 
of parents and peers. His zine concentrates heavily on this political theme, 
limiting music coverage to just four pages. The expose on high school 
textbooks was a look at the subtle molding that goes on in our schools. 
Students are repeatedly given the message that “The U.S. was always on the 
side of good, but once in a while things got out of hand. ” It’s amazing, because 
reading Bryan’s article made me realize that this was exactly what I grew up 
with at my school. We also read about the bombing of Japan, the clinging 
myth of Thanksgiving, and the continual military buildup in spite of the Cold 
War ending.

#5. I seem to remember a book a while back called something like “Big 
Secrets” which featured things like the recipe for authentic-tasting Oreo (tm) 
cookies. Gloria’s newsletter is along the same lines, with recipes for secret 
things like favorites from national fast-food chains and techniques for making 
classics of American cooking. They come in from all over, radio stations, 
newspapers, and most importantly, from all her readers, making each issue 
jam-packed with over 80 recipes. Kicking off the issue is a recipe for creating 
those honey-mustard pretzel nuggets that are so incredibly addicting. 
Continuing along in that theme is a list of six different variations for creating 
contemporary honey-mustard, including imitation for the kind found in 
McDonalds’s, Chili’s, and Denny’s. There’s a recipe for making authentic 
Buffalo-style chicken wings (that strangely came from Texas, not Buffalo). 
I never ate them, but after spending several years in Buffalo I can vouch for 
the recipe’s authenticity. My favorite (that I’m gonna have to try) is a simple 
recipe for Amish Molasses Cookies — though it does call for Bisquick, a 
product that I don’t have in the house. Other highlights include chocolate chip 















cookies (in the style of Pepperidge Farm’s Sausalito’s), candied sweet pickles 
(inspired by Claussen’s Stix), and tips for ordering food in an unfamiliar 
restaurant (“go with the dish they specialize in”). If you’re a collector of 
recipes, this is a must-have.

The Zine Publisher’s Resource Guide is a 36-page booklet 
listing over 250 print shops, magazine stores, and distributors 
that are zine-friendly. You get rates, contacts, references, and 
all the latest dirt on industry people around the country. Useful 
for finding everything from cheap xeroxing to the best national 
distribution network. 

The guide is available to all readers of Factsheet Five for the 
nominal charge of $4 (cash please). F5 Friend subscribers get 
it free but Regular subscribers need to pay the extra $4 to get 
their own copy. You are encouraged to send me information and 
comments for the guide. I’m always on the lookout for more 
“zine-friendly” industry types. All comments will be reprinted 
anonymously so you don’t have to worry about any backlash 
from your neighborhood zine store. 

WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN 

“Don’t mean sheeeit” as Mr. Natural would say — but the 
reviews do have some hidden meanings. That first big group of 
words is the title. After the title there also might be a subtitle for 
the publication. I don’t write them but they sometimes tell you 
what the zine is all about. 

Any zines reviewed for the first time is indicated with dots 
• • around to the title. These indicate premier issues and stuff 
that we haven’t seen before. All you jaded zinesters can now 
skip right to the new stuff. 

At the very beginning of the review I list any issue numbers 
or dates that indicate when it was published. Reviews vary in 
length from one line to those monster reviews that Jerod loves 
to write. How do you know what’s good? Check the length of 
the review. In general, the more we have to say about a zine the 
more we like it. After the review I list the zine statistics: if they 
like to trade zines, accept submissions, review other stuff, or 
accept advertising. 

I hope you find the following information a useful shortcut 
to getting through these pages. There are often two prices, one 
for sample copies and one for subscriptions. When listing sub 
prices I list the number of copies that you might expect to get 
for your $$$. Be forewarned that prices may change. 

After the address, enclosed in those little brackets are the 
page count, zine size, production quality, and reviewer. 
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You should always check the page count and size before 
ordering zines. I’m not going to tell you if it’s a good deal or not, 
you’re going to have to decide that for yourself.

Zine production quality has NOTHING to do with content, 
it’s simply our analysis of how “raw” or “polished” a publica¬ 
tion looks. This is simply another way of helping you decide 
what to get. Most people I know prefer the raw or rough look 
but others go that slicker professional thang. These are the terms 
and what they mean.

2 rough Typed or printed with better xeroxing 

3 DTPed Desktop published with good binding 

4 polished Offset printing with half toned photos 

5 professional Total pro job with four-color printing 


HOW TO GET ZINES 

PLEASE SEND CASH! I know everyone tells you not to 
send cash through the mail but we’re talkin’ just a few bucks 
here. If you’re ordering a $20 subscription from someone then 
send a check, but for a buck or two, c’mon. Many zine 
publishers don’t have special bank accounts set up for their 
zines. It’s very frustrating to return a stack of $1 checks because 
they’re made out to your zine. The only thing checks do is let 
our government know how we spend our money. 

In general, cash is preferable to money orders, which are 
preferable to checks. If you send cash please wrap it carefully. 
Take it from someone who knows, I’ve rarely had problems 
with cash but I’ve had massive problems with inaccurate 
checks. Sending coins really sucks. If the price listed isn’t a 
round number then round it up to the nearest buck (or send a 
bunch of stamps), postage is expensive these days. 

Canadians and some Brits generally don’t mind receiving 
U.S. funds in cash. For Canada, it’s generally safe to send US$1

BACK ISSUES SALE 

I’ve got a bunch of back issues of Factsheet Five available, so for 
a limited time I’m having a big sale. If you're missing some issues 
in your collection, now would be a great time to fill in all those holes. 
The first one costs $4 but the second one is only $3 — the more you 
buy the cheaper it gets. All issues feature a minimum of 96 pages and 
1,200 reviews. Though all are historically interesting, I wouldn't 
recommend ordering zines from issue #49 or earlier.

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for each C$ 1 in prices; the exchange rate is usually high enough 
to cover postage. All you Canadians ordering zines from The 
States should remember that it costs more to send zines into 
Canada so please include the appropriate additional funds. For 
Great Britain, US$2 for each £1 similarly allows for postage 
even after covering the exchange. I’ve tried to list the prices in 
US$ for overseas shipping for European publications but I’m 
not perfect. If you don’t live in the States and you want to order 
something from outside the U.S., then it’s a good idea to write 
first to get the current prices for your part of the world. 

If you do send checks: At the end of each review, after the 
prices, you’ll find the address. If there’s a person’s name listed 
there too then checks should be made out to that person. If 
there’s a publishing house then the checks should be made out 
to it. Got it? 

If there’s a single issue price listed then you’re invited to 
order a sample issue. If there’s a subscription price listing the 
number of issues you’d expect to receive, then you may be able 
to order a sample (if you do the correct math). If you really like 
what I say about a zine and there’s only a subscription price 
listed, then order a sub. And don’t forget to tell em I sent ya. 

If I list two different prices separated by a slash that means 
the first price was suggested by the publisher (like “free”) and 
the second price was suggested by me (like “$1”). 

S ASE doesn’t mean a little 3x5 envelope with a single stamp 
on it. Please check the magazine size and number of pages. Four 
sheets (8 pages) are about loz. Send the correct size envelope 
and put enough postage on it to hold the zine. Remember, it’s 
one stamp for each ounce but you can save money by adding 23 C 
stamps (instead of 32C) for each ounce over the first. 

“Age Statement’’ means that you should send a signed 
statement saying that you’re over 18 (or preferably over 21) to 
help the publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distribut¬ 
ing sexually explicit materials. In fact, it’s a good idea to include 
an age statement for any zine that might contain blunt writing 
or explicit pictures whether we mention it in the review or not. 
This is particularly true for the Sex section or the Queer section. 

“The Usual” refers to the traditional method of obtaining 
zines without sullying oneself with cash. Generally this includes 
trading other zines, writing intelligent letters, or contributing 
articles or art. These days $2 or $3 is often accepted as the 
equivalent. 

Please mention Factsheet Five when writing to anyone you 
saw reviewed or advertised here. Publishers like to know where 
you heard about them so they’ll be able to manage things better. 
Advertisers like to know that people see their ads, so they’ll 
continue advertising (and I can continue printing). It helps us all 
in the long run, as the more credibility we build up, the more 
fine zines we’ll be able to bring to your attention. 

If you have the time, any publisher enjoys hearing comments 
o> on the zine they’ve sent you. Sending a personal greeting along 
W with your order saying why you decided to order their publica- 
•tt tion will always help. Publishing zines is a hard, lonely business 
||j and even a simple note of thanks will really make someone’s 
^ day. Enclosing a S ASE almost guarantees you a personal reply. 
■■ So order some zines and make some new friends. 

“ Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not 
H be able to get the exact issue that was reviewed here. I tried to 
111 list if they stock back issues, in which case you have a greater 
III chance of getting a particular issue. If you really want that 
X particular issue, state it clearly in your request, otherwise, 
U) simply request the most recent or next issue. 

JT Please! Print your name and address clearly on your request 
w letter or enclose a card with your payment. Envelopes often get 
^ lost and return addresses along with them. Stapling the cash to 
“ the letter isn’t such a bad idea either. 


WHAT IF YOU DON’T GET YOURS 

Don’t be discouraged if you don’t hear from them in a week. 
Zine publishing usually takes a back seat to most people’s “day 
jobs. ” More often than not, the reason you haven’t heard from 
them right away is because your letter is on the bottom of a pile. 
Just be patient, wait several months before writing nasty letters. 

Zine publishers are more often transient students then stable 
homeowners, so mail often gets lost. No one is getting rich 
publishing zines and people don’t start zines just to rip off 
unsuspecting readers. It’s quite possible that 1 out of 10 zine 
requests will go completely unanswered. Most likely, that 
publisher has no money to reprint their zine and spent your two 
bucks on some rice and beans. Think of it as a donation. 

If you still want restitution, drop me a line. Write me a letter 
which includes the zine title(s), the issue of F5 with the 
review(s), when you ordered it (them), your address, and your 
phone number (no need for copies of checks). I will try to 
contact the zine publisher, explain the problem and ask them to 
contact you. If the problem cannot be resolved, I’ll list the zine 
as “dead” and/or as a deadbeat and probably no longer review 
their zines. If several people complain about a particular 
publisher or title, they’ll get 86-ed from this magazine (with 
nasty things said about them behind their back). 

TRADING ZINES 

Many zine publishers are willing to exchange their zine for 
yours. And if you don’t publish one, whatcha waitin’ for? I’ve 
tried to specifically state if publishers enjoy trading zines. Most 
zine publishers trade for similarly priced, similarly sized, and 
similarly oriented zines. Music zinesters like to read music 
zines while sfans like to get other sfanzines. So don’t expect a 
response if you send your mini collection of poems in trade for 
a slick glossy sex mag. When sending your zine for trade it’s a 
really good idea to include a letter specifically stating that you’d 
like to trade zines and if you want to trade single copies or full 
subscriptions. And remember, publishers are under no obliga¬ 
tion to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can’t afford to give 
away the copy, don’t send it. 

I’ve gotten discouraged by zine publishers that express an 
interest in trading zines but then don’t follow through when 
they’re offered. “Loves trading” does not mean you get lots of 
free zines in the mail. “Loves trading” means that you welcome 
unsolicited trades of zines. “Selective trades” means that you’re 
very selective with who you trade with. Avid zine traders are 
warned that selective traders are less likely to respond to your 
trade request. Unfortunately I cannot act as a trading arbitrator. 
If you send out your zine to another that “Loves trading” but 
never hear from them, tell me which ones they are and I’ll be 
sure to change that to a designation of “No trades.” If you 
haven’t been trading your zine because you don’t like the trades 
you’ve been getting, please tell me to change your listing so we 
can avoid this problem in the future. 

WRITE TO US 

Feel free to tell us what you think of F5. I usually don’t 
personally respond to every letter I get but I always love to hear 
what you think. We especially like to find out when F5 or zines 
are mentioned in the mainstream media. If you come across an 
article about F5, I’d appreciate it if you’d clip it for me. 

F5 also will forward your correspondence to any cartoonist 
or writer whose work has graced these pages. Simply seal your 
message in a stamped envelope, attach a note, and shove the 
whole thing in another envelope and send it to me. 


SENDING STUFF FOR REVIEW 

Here’s the instructions: Please enclose a separate card 
clearly stating the sample price (including postage), the sub¬ 
scription price, and how many issues they get for a sub. Also 
print the ordering address, Email address, the check endorse¬ 
ment name, and if you have regularly reviewed zines, books, 
videos, comics, or records in the past. Also tell us if you want 
submissions, if you allow free reprinting, if you require age 
statements, if you regularly print reader letters, if you offer free 
prisoner subs, and the page count for that issue. 

Some people love trading and will send copies to just about 
every zine they get. Some are more selective and only trade with 
zines they really like. While others don’t want to be bothered at 
all by unsolicited trades and prefer to do things on their own. 
Please tell us how you feel about unsolicited trades and if you 
want to encourage other zinesters to send you their zine. 

It’s a really good idea to staple this card to the inside front 
cover of your zine, so it doesn’t get lost. Envelopes get tossed, 
so don’t write anything important on the outside of the envelope. 
You also can write down your telephone number, fax number, 
and how many copies you usually print. I won’t be printing these 
but they may be needed by me or other industry types. 

If we got everything right the last time we reviewed your zine 
you can skip all that and just send us your zine. We’ll simply 
reuse all the information from last time. 

Feel free to request category placement or short descriptions. 
I may not use what you suggest but it’s worth a try, isn’t it? All 
category placements and reviews are at OUR discretion. If you 
don’t agree with our policies then don’t send us your stuff. 

If on the other hand you want me to check out your zine but 
don’t want me to print a review (for whatever reason) that’s cool 
too. But please state it clearly so there’s no confusion. 


Not every issue of every zine gets reviewed. Generally we 
review the latest issue we’ve received up to our deadline. I don’t 
review stuff that people can’t buy or trade for. So don’t send me 
things just to see your name in print. 

We reserve the right to reject any publication sent in for 
review. Unfortunately, due to space restrictions, we can’t 
review absolutely everything submitted for review. We review 
most zines sent in with a circulation of less then 5,000. We 
review many publications with circulations between 5,000 and 
50,000 but it’s generally only stuff we really like. 

Publications reviewed for the first time will receive a 
confirmation postcard in the mail, containing a reprint of the 
review as it appears in F5. You can also enclose an SASE with 
your zine and I’ll send you a tear sheet of the review when it’s 
printed. Zine publishers are always encouraged to subscribe so 
they can keep up with the everything going on in the industry. 

MUSIC AND BOOKS 

We don’t review all “one-shots” and books, just the ones we 
really like. We rarely review books that are more than a year 
old so please don’t send us everything you currently have in 
print, just the new ones. Catalogs & Stuff gets the same 
treatment. I review about 10 % of the catalogs received and 90 % 
of the “stuff.” (So far I’ve gotten some really good stuff.) 

We’re currently getting flooded with music to review so if 
you send us a disk please don’t hold your breath. At this point 
we can’t even review everything we like but we do listen to 
everything that comes in. 

The music review section is not a demo tape free-for-all — 
but if you just put together a hot new CD, please send us a copy. 
If it gets our toes a-tappin’ and our heads a-pumpin’ we’ll give 
it a nice long review. Preference is given to self-released and 
indie stuff but the majors aren’t automatically excluded. Please

history with price and ordering information. In case you haven’t 
figured out what music we like here’s a tip: Industrial, Techno, 
House, Rap, Funk, Punk, Jazz, Folk, Spoken Word, and 
Avant-garde. 

WHAT WE DON’T REVIEW 

Factsheet Five reviews zines. We review other stuff prima¬ 
rily because we really like it and we feel it deserves mention. 
Both time and space is at a premium so please keep that in mind 
when sending stuffthatisn’tazine. We rarely review7" singles 
(I’d rather devote the space to full-length recordings); videos 
(they take too long to watch); and novels (no time to read them); 
so please save your money and don’t send us any for now. We 
also don’t like to review more than three items from the same 
person or company because it isn’t fair to the people struggling 
to get their one zine reviewed. People read Factsheet Five to find 
out about cool stuff to buy or trade for. So don’t send us anything 
that isn’t easily obtainable by our readers. 

OTHER ZINES 

In these sections we list zines that we’ve reviewed before but 
have decided to simply list this time instead of giving it a full 
review. The listing contains basic information about the zine, a 
short summary, and ordering information. At the end of the 
listing there’s a number, in brackets, that indicates the last issue 
of Factsheet Five that contained a full review of that zine. 

If your publication was not given a full review you can 
continue sending it to us and we may review it in the future, we 
may just list it, or we may not mention it at all. Yes, sometimes 
we can be completely arbitrary. Unfortunately not every 
publication gets reviewed or listed. There’s just a finite number 
of pages to include a seemingly infinite number of zines. 

Decisions about what gets reviewed is based on several 
different criteria. Most of the people who read Factsheet Five 
are zine readers, therefore the most important criteria is if it’s 
of interest to our readers. There’s no magic formula for getting 
reviewed in Factsheet Five, but producing a high-quality 
publication that our readers are interested in, will certainly help. 

WHERE TO SEND STUFF 

This one’s kinda tricky. There are two addresses for Fact- 
sheet Five and several addresses for our co-conspirators. 

First is the Factsheet Five home base. It’s the place to send 
all subscription requests, donations, submissions, art, ad copy, 
complaints, hate mail, and zines to be reviewed. I (RSF) like 
comics, art, recordings, quirky zines, personal zines, sex zines, 
humor zines, food zines, grrrlz, punk, publishing, anarchy, 
politics, music, catalogs, and anything else.

Most of the other reviewers pick up their zines at the F5 
office, so if you want someone specific to review your zine, just 
attach a note. If you’re gonna send your zine to more than one 
person, please clearly state who you want to review it. Other¬ 
wise you run the risk of not having your zine reviewed at all. 
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ZINE PUBLISHERS’ EXCHANGE 

Zine publishers are invited to exchange their publication for 
a batch of zines from other publishers. The rules for this are 
fairly rigid, primarily to ensure that there are enough zines to 
go around. At the time you submit your zine for review you’re 
invited to enclose one self-addressed stamped envelope. It must 
be a new large Tyvek Priority Mail envelope (USPS EP-14), 
available free at any post office. You must write your complete 
address on it and paste $3 (for two pounds) priority mail postage 
on it (stamps only, no meters). The Zine Publishers’ Exchange 
does not allow you to request specific titles or subjects, and is 
only available to U.S. zinesters. Don’t forget to write your 
address on the envelope. You’d be surprised (I know I am) at 
how many people forget to do it. 

HOW TO ADVERTISE 

Publishers, mail-order companies, record labels, and every¬ 
one else are encouraged to advertise with us. Factsheet Five 
prints over 15,000 copies with a readership of over 40,000. Our 
readers keep their copies of Factsheet Five and use them for 
reference for years to come. Our readers are intelligent and 
discerning and buy things through the mail. 

Please make sure that your ads do not exceed the measure¬ 
ments listed, but they may be less by 1/2 inch in length and 
width. Other sized ads also accepted but contact us for pricing. 

Please send one-shot camera-ready mechanicals requiring 
no additional screening. Photostats (on RC paper) preferred but 
photocopy (xerox) accepted under assumed risk of reduced 
quality. Please set screens between 85 and 100 lines per inch. 
All ads must be submitted as b/w copy with additional colors 
only available on the covers. 

Classified ads are available at 50C per word with a 20 word 
minimum.

USENET 

We have several newsgroups now available on Usenet for 
discussing zines. The first, and most widely propagated is 
alt .zines. That’s our general everything-about-zines newsgroup. 
Gossip, complaining about distributors, news about zines, 
announcements of new zines (and, unfortunately, the perennial 
“I’m starting a zine and I need a whole bunch of people to write 
everything for me for free” articles about zines that will never 
get published), reviews of zines and the odd flame war all 
happen here. We also get a bunch of punkrocks who are 
convinced that zines are only about punkrock coming through 
and posting tourdates. Compared to a lot of other newsgroups, 
the signal-to-noise ratio on alt.zines is higher than most. 

Next is alt.ezines which was created by Alex Swain as a 
place to discuss ezines, as well as a place to post ASCII ezines. 
Please don’t post your ezines to alt.zines as we now have 
alt.ezines for this. 

I created alt.binaries.zines as place to post uuencoded 
ezines. If you don’t have an ftp site, but have an ezine that’s in 
a special format like Adobe Acrobat, or is a Macintosh 
HyperCard stack, or is in Postscript, or some other non-ASCII 
format, alt.binaries.zines is the newsgroup to use. As it is a 
binaries group, many sites don’t carry it. 

There are a couple other groups that have had no zine-related 
traffic at all, and are of dubious use. alt.zines.samizdat was 
either created by someone who knew about the samizdat method 
of publishing, or the guys at Samizdat were having some fun 
with Usenet, own.zines.buddhism is a total mystery to me.
